10. ThosE graduates who wiſh a diploma,

11. WHEREAS. it may be the defire of ſome 
graduates to continue in College, for the purpoſe 
of purſuing their ſtudies ; it is directed, that the 
Preſident and Tutors aſſign to them convenient 
rooms, for which they ſhall pay the cuſtomary 
rent.
